the outlook of China’s international 
relations was bright. The Nation- 
‘alist Government, he continued, ‘has 


[inet yet been recognised by the 


Powers. The almost defunct Peking 
regime ‘still “continues to be the 
medium through which. foreignets 
carry on ‘their diplomacy with 
China. The.‘reason for, all this is 
Lnot_far to seek: foreigners nre 


clared that jf the League would, 
continue to recognise China’s rights 
. and: privileges, the Nationalist’ Gov- 
ernment would’ consent to joining, 
the League. After my return to 
Canton from Europe" 1. delivered, 
several public speeches on \ this 
point, 

I am‘ quite optimistic over the 
present relations’ of Kwangtung 
‘and: the Powers. In formulating a 
foreign policy, the first essential is, 
or should be, that "there shall “be 


naturally conservative; nd one 
wants to break the rule. I do not 
think it would be hard to get the 
Powers to recognize the “Nation- 
alist Government as a regiorial 
Government of China, But such 4 
move .woild be «unwise, as the 
Nation would then be divided. More- 
ovér,-such a step would also ‘impair 
and delay the unification of China 
by the Nationalist- Governmené, 
China. belongs to the entire Chinese 
people, and is not the private pro- 
perty .of Chang Tso Lin or aby. 
other warlord. Hence in the formu- 
lation of a policy of unification “I 
fear that, .when territorial cleavage 
is.once shown to foreign eyes, it 
would-be. doubly hard to reunite the 
country.

We are most fortunate in being 
Chinese for China is:a big country, 


‘| bigger than all the countries, in 


Europe combined, ,The area” of 
France is about equal to that ‘of 


the province of Szechu The 
province of Kwangtung, with all its 
vast territory, its~ increasing po- 
pulation and its. thriving business 
enterprises, is grddually becoming a 
model province of China. The re- 
cent tendency of. Kwangtung in 
regard to international relations has 
been most encouraging, The Hong
